It carries past the tremen- 
dous and mournful events at Mun- 
ich and brings us,relentlessly stage 
by stage to the challenge of war 
which Mr. Churchill had so often 
urged could, by timely . arrange- 
ments and adequate preparations, 
nave been warded oft. 

The speeches themselves, while 
made by a man who carries great 
burdens 22n¢. responsibilities, nev- 
ertheless possess all the literary 
and dramatic quality of those 
which he made as a private mem- 
ber. Indeed, it might be said that 
so far as contemporary history is 
of value, they may be said to be 
the last word upon the war.

@ The Upland Junior Welfare League, or- 
ganized in this community about eight 
years ago, has many active members, who 
devote a set number of hours of each year 
assisting with welfare work in the Upland 
@ The League has two major projects, 
namely: 


@ The Dental Clinic and The Shop. 


@ The Dental Clinic Project, starts each 
year with the local dentists, without charge, 
examining the teeth of all the children in 
the Primary grades of the Upland, Alta 
loma and Cucamonga schools. Cards are 
sent to the parents of children needing 
dental work. They are asked to choose one 
of two plans: 


@ 1. Part payment of child’s dental bill. 


@ 2. Payment in full if unable to assist in 
paying for work. 


@ Upon return of the cards, members oi the 
e@ make the appointments and take 
each child to and from the dentist’s office. 


@ During the past year, the League fur- 
nished dental attention to over 150 under- 
privileged children, at a cost of $510.19.
